VIETNAMESE AMERICAN ORAL HISTORY PROJECT 

In I960, at the age of 22 and teaching in 
the North Vietnam city of Hai Phong, 
Nguyen Chi Thien made a terrible mis¬ 
take in the view of Ho Chi Minh’s com¬ 
munist government. Nguyen strayed from 
the textbook, which declared that World 
War II ended because the Soviet Red 
Army crushed the Japanese in China. He 
instead told students that the war ended 
after the United States dropped two 
atomic bombs on Japan. For “spreading 
propaganda,” Nguyen lost his freedom for 


42 months. The details of that and other 
stories of Nguyen’s remarkable life might 
be lost if not for the Vietnamese Ameri¬ 
can Oral History Project at UC Irvine. In 
2010, two years before his death in Santa 
Ana, Nguyen told his stories for the proj¬ 
ect, guaranteeing future historians access 
to the life of one of Vietnam’s bravest 
and most artistically talented individu¬ 
als. With the aid of student volunteers 
and donations, project director Dr. Thuy 
Vo Dang is undertaking a noble effort to 
record these immigrant histories before 
they’re lost forever.

Far too many judges in Orange County 
act as mindless rubber stamps for police 
search-warrant requests and don’t hide 
their pro-government bias during court 
proceedings.

In 1996, after 
a private legal-practice career, Nakazato 
became the first Japanese American 
appointee in the continental United 
States to become a federal magistrate 
judge. He was a founding member of the 
Orange County Japanese American Law¬ 
yers Association and, during his time on 


the bench, has created a no-nonsense per¬ 
sona that does not tolerate incompetence 
or corruption from lawyers. For example, 
prosecutors in OC know certain judges 
will automatically grant even laughable 
assertions that a document needs to be 
sealed from public view for security rea¬ 
sons, when, in truth, they want to hide 
sloppy work or underhanded deals with 
favored criminal-defense lawyers. Ear¬ 
lier this year, a federal prosecutor tried

And 
these aren't all just for fun, games and social media. We took a look at some apps that can 
both assist students with their studies and help organize their schedules to leave them 
focused on learning itself. 


EVERNOTE (Android & iOS, free) 

A must-have for the modern student, 
Evernote replaces what would have been 
a backpack-full of memory aids - note¬ 
books, camera and voice recorder-just 
ten years ago. Easily synced to all your 
connected devices, it lets you type notes; 
take, tag and archive photos; record audio 
and attach files.Thanks to optical character 
recognition, you can even locate images in 
Evernote by searching for text contained 
in them. 


CHEGG (Android & iOS, free)

BEAT BEACH 

MUDDY GREEK AT CRYSTAL GOVE STATE PARK 

The cliff behind silences Coast Highway, 
so all you hear are waves, the wind flap¬ 
ping at your umbrella and an occasional 
gull outburst. If not for swimsuit styles, 
it could be 1918, when the first film was 
shot here, or 1970, when it was common 
for people to ride horses bareback by the 
surf. Time passes, 21st-century tensions 
vanish, and you stop grinding your teeth. 
Slowly it dawns that people are relishing 
what they are doing: floating beyond the 
breakers or peering into tidepools (“We 
saw opal eyes!”). Children are reading, 
and adults are getting buried to their 
chins. After watching a mom take a pic¬ 
ture of her kid looming high above her 
on a rock, you find yourself actually vol¬ 
unteering to take a picture of the whole 
family as they stand close and grin ridicu¬ 
lously. Now you are grinning, too. You 
don’t even wait to get back to your spot, 
but drop your hat and sunglasses and dive 
in at Muddy Creek because that’s one of 
the best spots for bodysurfing at the park. 
Sandy bottom, not too shallow, no mud— 
the creek peters out up in backcountry. 
Back on your towel, the onshore breeze 
blows your body dry. Being at this beach 
is an actual vacation, completely worth 
the $15 entrance fee. Better yet, join the 
California State Parks Foundation (www. 
calparks.org) for $25, and get seven day- 
use passes to visit whenever you want 
during the year that follows. This beach 
is safe from wanton development forever. 
The only worry will come in some future 
form from the sea—tsunami, the Fuku- 
shima radiation leaks—all the more rea¬ 
son to enjoy the here and now. To get to 
Muddy Creek, park at Reef Point and take 
the steep, south ramp down, or park at El 
Moro and go through the tunnel where 
creek meets sea to the beach, walk north 
and pick a spot.

You get all that, 
plus an excellent—okay, 50/50—chance 
of seeing a roadrunner on an easy-to- 
moderate hike of less than 3 miles.

local kids of the ’60s and ’70s called the 
area Sands and would ditch school to 
hang out or camp overnight on the 10 
million-year-old sandy beach. Sandstone 
cliffs line the ancient beach, which now 
looms 780 feet above sea level. Early 
OC builders pillaged the sand to make 
their cement, stripping away topsoil in 


the process, so the cliffs began to erode 
because of the rainwater rushing down 
from Laguna Ridge. If you have a thing 
for badlands and have seen the Arizona 
and South Dakota specimens, you’ll enjoy 
this miniature version. Along the trail, 
a glance can become a mental snapshot 
of blooming anise in the foreground, 
the badlands below, and, way down and 
beyond, ocean and sky. On the next clear 
day, take this hike—you’ll see from Palos 


Verdes to South Laguna. After exploring 
the Badlands, walk farther south on the 
trail to take mental or actual panoramas 
sweeping from Saddleback Mountain to 
San Clemente Island, from Salt Creek 
past the Harbor to San Clemente and on 
toward San Diego. While you’re enjoying 
this mad beauty, get a perverse pleasure 


from how annoyed the mansion owners 
must be that we have access. Badlands 
Park was dedicated in 1990 and became 
a county park in 1992. In 1995, the battle 
to stop the housing development from 
destroying the Laguna Ridge was lost. 

But the county successfully sued the 
developers who had painted the curb red 
to prevent access. So park freely on their 
hoity-toity street. There is one handi¬ 
capped parking space near the picnic 
tables, but several sets of stairs and sandy 
or gravelly inclines may thwart wheel¬ 
chairs on the trail.

cards totaling 23, 24 or 25, and the dealer 
busts with a higher count, it’s a push. 
That’s at no extra cost. You can also make 
bust bets in which you get paid a higher 
amount depending on how many cards it 
took to go over. But it just doesn’t seem 
right to bet against yourself in this way. 
You are already shooting yourself in the 
foot by gambling in this economy. Since 
Ocean’s Eleven is technically a “poker 
club” rather than an Indian casino, there 
are no slots, and a 50-cent ante on each 
hand goes to “The Corporation.”

SOY TOFU 

With a spartan amount of decor and 
plain copy-machine paper as placemats, 
Soy Tofu might at first appear to be the 
kind of place that cuts corners. But the 
more you settle in, the more you realize 
it focuses its efforts where it counts: on 
the food and the service. The kalbijim 
is extraordinary, an immense stew of 
intensely flavored, slow-cooked boulders 
of beef short ribs, jujubes, carrots, hazel¬ 
nuts and chewy cylinders of rice cake 
simmered in a slowly thickening broth 
redolent of black pepper. The free pan¬ 
chan side dishes are eclectic and creative. 
Some nights, you see pajeon, the hot, 
chewy, almost-elastic Korean pancakes 
with veins of scallions running through 
them. Other nights, it’s some sort of cool¬ 


ing potato salad. And then there’s the 
woman who single-handedly serves the 
food.

The noodles are boiled, then 
tossed with a flavored oil in a bowl to coat 
every strand. Then in goes toppings of 
boiled greens and spoonfuls of simmered 
cubed chicken and mushroom, with a 
soup served on the side. You might say it’s 
a deconstruction, except it predates the 
Ferran Adrias and Wylie Dufresnes of the 
world. And when OC’s few Indonesians 
crave it, they go to Warung Pojok. Since 
opening a few years back, the Garden 
Grove restaurant’s maturity has allowed it 
to make the dish even better than it used 
to be. It’s now served in an actual bowl, 
not Styrofoam, and the noodles taste even 
richer.

SMOKEFAU BY NOAH HAIDLE 

LA Bitter Lemons, the best aggregator 
(if not best website devoted to South¬ 
ern California theater) of local theater 
reviews, gave powerhouse playwright 
Noah Haidle’s latest work, produced by 
South Coast Repertory, a 54 percent on 
its Lemon Meter. Only three of the nine 
reviews of Smokefall came in as sweet, 
with six either bittersweet or bitter. 
What’s that mean? Most local critics 
have their heads up their asses. Or they 
just missed the honesty and grace in 
this mesmerizing play about a family 
whose home serves as perhaps the most 
important character. Echoes of T.S. Eliot, 
Samuel Beckett and even Sam Shepard 
reverberated in the play, with its allu¬ 
sions to time, existential angst and wan¬ 
derlust. Haidle’s ideas soared into the 
ether, and the play’s inventive structure 
kept the audience on its feet. It was also 
a play with an enormous heart, which 
made the breaking of that heart all the 
more emotionally arresting.

While up-and-coming playwright Samuel 
D. Hunter’s new play, The Whale, lacked 
a little meat on its bones, Matthew Arkin 
devoured the titular role as a 600-pound 
man consumed by guilt, Moby Dick and 
eating himself into the grave. The physi- 
cality was impressive (playing a good 
drunk takes more skill than you think, 
as does playing a morbidly obese man 
quavering on his feet and inching across 
the stage at a snail-like pace), but so was 
Arkin’s emotional resonance. His acute 
sadness and desperate attempts at rec¬ 
onciling with his daughter lent the real 
weight to this flawed but memorable 
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show. Even more interesting: Arkin’s per¬ 
formance at South Coast Repertory made 
you feel less sorry for his character and 
more proud of his commitment to go out 
the way he wanted.

Cast as Mary Bland, the sexually 
repressed, anal-retentive female half of 
a far-less-than-powerful power couple 
in Eating Raoul: The Musical, Anna Kate 
Mohler imbued her character with a 
complexity that was remarkable for such 
an intentionally campy show. Her trans¬ 
formation from Donna Reed to Bonnie 
Parker was completely believable in that 
she didn’t overplay it. There wasn’t some 
sinister psychic trauma going on here; she 
saw a way out of her humdrum existence 
and attacked it with gusto. It also didn’t 
hurt that Mohler, who also shined in 
STAGEStheatre’s production of The Great 
American Theater Park Musical last year, 
sang like one of them birds that can sing 
real purty.

You name it, and director (and co- 
creator) Marshall Pailet nailed it in this 


Chance Theater production: outstand¬ 
ing production values, a blistering pace, 
visceral choreography, ample T&A, and 
terrific performances. The gleefully over- 
the-top parody of a certain movie is also 
a deceptively sincere homage to not only 
the female dinosaurs who populated the 
island, but also to the even-more-dim- 
witted, barbaric humans who inherited 
their world. Issues of sexual identity, teen 
angst, wrestling with authority and basi¬ 
cally trying to fit in to a universe whose 
cosmic odds always seem against you 
permeate this play, and this production 
triumphantly presented them. It wasn’t 
the deepest, most intense or most impor¬ 
tant play on a local stage in the past 12 
months, but it was absolutely the most 
entertaining and memorable.

You could choose OC’s newest theater 
company, the Alchemy Theater Co., but it 
has only done one show to date, so give us 
time. Instead, what about the UC Irvine 
Drama Department? Its shows usually 
last only a couple of weekends, so get¬ 


ting a review in these space-constrained 
times is problematic at best. But the 
arsenal of undergrad and graduate tal¬ 
ent, plus a ridiculously well-rounded 
and smarty-pants faculty (Robert Cohen, 
who founded the department in 1965, is 
STILL there as a professor) elevates all 
its productions—whether experimental 
drama or antique classics or contempo¬ 
rary pieces—well above the norm. Two 
new theater companies, helmed by UCI 
professors but semi-autonomous, have 
also come out of the department recently: 
the New Swan Shakespeare Festival, with 
an emphasis on the Bard and Ameri¬ 
can musicals in an intimate, moveable 
space, and the Counter-Balance Theater, 
charged with highly physical productions 
based on great literature.

Every May 1, the streets of downtown 
SanTana are seized by demonstrations, 
and this year was no different, with 
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immigration being the battleground it 
has been since 2006. The Orange County 
May Day Coalition (OCMDC) saw to 
it that the city was flooded with the 
marching voices of tens of thousands. 
Beyond empty sloganeering, this past 
International Worker’s Day protest was 
one with a concrete agenda, as activists 
targeted the contract between Immigra¬ 
tion and Customs Enforcement and Santa 
Ana over the use of its city jail to house 
immigrant detainees.

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East Meets South in Ill-vine 

Seasons of Japan shows how people from Georgia like their Japanese food

here are thousands of Japanese 
fast-casual chains akin to Seasons of 
Japan across the U.S., but only nine 
are actually called “Seasons of Japan.” All 
but the one that just opened in Irvine are 
located east of the Mississippi, most of them 
in Georgia. This makes Seasons of Japan 
even more foreign to me than if the place 
actually came from Japan. 

Why? Well, because OC has had a lot of 
restaurants directly imported from the Land 
of the Rising Sun, with nothing lost in the 
translation, from ramen houses to pubs to 
even places that specialize in beef tongue. 
But a Japanese restaurant by way of Geor¬ 
gia? Now that’s new. 

Don’t get me wrong: Seasons of Japan is 
certainly doing Japanese food. It offers the 
usual bag of tricks we Americans decided 
we like most about Japanese cuisine: teri- 
yaki, hibachi, sushi rolls, sashimi and tem¬ 
pura. A large part of the menu is dedicated 
to the hibachi items; steak, chicken and 
shrimp are seared on a flattop griddle by a 
short-order cook standing behind a glass 
window because one of the best parts of a 
hibachi meal is watching it being cooked. 

At another see-through window, you can 
witness your sushi order being rolled, then 
cut into smaller cylinders. It keeps the raw 
fish used for the rolls chilled in a compart¬ 
mentalized steel workstation and doesn’t go 
beyond the spectrum of tuna, salmon and 
yellowtail. You also might be interested to 
know Seasons of Japan separates its rolls 
into two categories: raw and cooked, so as 
not to alienate those who might accidentally 
pick out something uncooked when all they 
wanted was a roll with some steak in it. 


And have you ever wondered what a 
California roll with fried chicken stuffed 
into it would taste like? You can try one 
here, along with a so-called Mexican roll, 
which has no actual Mexican components, 
as far as I can tell, except it’s spicy and 
made with some amount of avocado. Sea¬ 
sons of Japan does offer sashimi in some 
of the bento boxes, with the pieces cut into 
non-uniform shapes and deviating so much 
from the ideal that sometimes you get one 
that’s more of a raw fish cube. But you eat 
it here the same way you would anywhere 
else, dabbing it in a slurry of soy sauce and 
wasabi you’ll need to squeeze out of sealed 
plastic packet. 

The yakisoba I tried was strange, served 
plain without so much as a scallion, but so 
sugary it could be a diabetic hazard. The 
tempura is fine, if leaden. And for dessert, 
there’s a fried cheesecake—an item that 
proves beyond a reasonable doubt that Sea¬ 
sons of Japan is from Paula Deen’s home¬ 
town of Savannah, Georgia. 

I do like the dining room. It’s as clean as 
a corporate-branded fast-food joint, wired 
with a speaker system from which your 
number is called, and has an automated 
utensil carousel that spits out plastic forks- 
like something seen on The Jetsons. Next 
to it are sauce dispensers that squirt what 
looks and tastes like sweetened mayon¬ 
naise. There are two variations: a regular 
one and a spicier blend spiked with what 
I suspect is Sriracha. A sign on the spigots 
claims the sauces go well with shrimp, and 
it is right. The hibachi-griddled shrimp, the 
tempura, but especially the shrimp served 
on a so-called Bang Bang Salad—which has 


the prawns lightly fried in a thin shimmer 
of batter, then placed atop the greens as 
though they were croutons—turned into 
something even better than I expected 
when I dipped bites in the sweet, creamy, 
probably very fattening sauce. It took me 
only a minute to realize why I liked it so 
much: The sauce makes every shrimp taste 
like the Chinese-restaurant staple of Honey 
Walnut Shrimp, except without the honey 
or the walnuts. 

The other dishes are fine. The seared 
cubes of hibachi steak are tender enough 
and only got better when I doused them 
with a thin, soy-sauce-based steak sauce dis¬ 
pensed by another self-serve spigot. I used a 
Sriracha-like hot sauce kept in a pitcher on 
a roll draped with unagi and avocado and 
filled with some sort of broccoli salad whose 
contents I’ve yet to decipher. And because 
the place is from the home of Coca-Cola, it 
has one of those freestyle Coke machines— 
another reason why Seasons of Japan might 
quell feelings of homesickness in Georgians 
more than it would people from Tokyo. 

But ultimately, this restaurant is already a 
relic. It might’ve worked in the 1980s, when 
Irvine’s population was as bland as its HOA- 
approved house paints, but that’s not the 
city of today. Just look at Diamond Jambo¬ 
ree, proof that new residents have shifted 
their city’s dining landscape to a far better 
place than a Georg-Asian transplant.

I t's great to report that the Indian buffet 
has gone beyond novelty and become 
such an OC mealtime tradition—as have 
breakfast burritos, a bowl of pho or a Balboa 
Bar come summertime—that you can ask 
your co-worker if he wants to gettandoori, 
and his response won't be some lame Apu 
joke but rather whether the restaurant also 
offers mango lassis. Such eating establish¬ 
ments are all over the county now, concen¬ 
trated in the thickets of office parks in Irvine, 
Tustin and Lake Forest, sometimes attached 
to an Indian grocery store, other times a 
stand-alone—and sometimes both, as the 
restaurant part gets more popular and the 
owners decide to maximize their space by 
appealing to non-Indians. 

Spice India in Lake Forest is a great 
case study of the latter trend. The space 
had hosted different Indian-themed food 
businesses for years before settling into a 
grocery store-cum-Bollywood DVD outlet. 
Eventually, it transitioned into also offering a 
buffet—a good one, but not worth the drive 
into deepest, darkest Lake Forest. Then this 
year, new owners came in, took out all the 
groceries and began concentrating on the 
food. They brightened the flavors of tried- 
and-true entrees for the regulars and intro¬ 
duced new items to attract more customers. 
Success! The buffet offerings are mostly 
northern Indian dishes that have become 
American favorites—vindaloos, biryanis, 
masalas, samosas. Appetizers include 
chicken chaat (essentially Hindustani 
chicken salad, but far better and spicier 
than what you'll find at a family reunion) 
and papri chaat, which I'd call subconti¬ 
nental nachos if the comparison weren't so 
ludicrous—but what else would you call 
flour crisps topped with raita and chutney? 

It serves lamb as well as mutton, a meat 
most Americans have never bothered with; 
in the rara and sohitya preparations, Spice 
India brings out the assertive gaminess of 
the mutton, making a case for consuming 
sheep when they're adults instead of cute, 
little babies. And the house pickles are so 
puckering you just might swallow your lips 
after smelling them. 

Dessert is a more pedestrian affair—while 
the gulab jamun, kheer and ice creams 
are perfect cappers to any meal, I wish 
the kitchen would be as adventurous with 
sweets as it is with the specialties. But I 
wouldn't be surprised if that happens. The 
new Spice India owners put in more tables in 
the remodel, and the change has been popu¬ 
lar enough that I suspect they'll tidy up the 
place even further. Given how popular Indian 
food has become in Orange County, I say give 
them a year before the next leap forward.

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Don’t Fence Him In 


Michael Rossi of THE RANCH 


here was something different about 
meeting Michael Rossi back in 
February of last year. It could’ve 
been that I was half an hour early yet he 
was more than ready to start our interview. 
Our conversation was akin to an episode of 
Inside the Actor’s Studio, except I didn’t get 
to ask what his favorite noise was. To open 
THE RANCH Restaurant & Saloon, he col¬ 
laborated with master sommelier Michael 
Jordan, pastry chef David Rossi and Extron 
CEO Andrew Edwards to perfect a “coun¬ 
try” menu with warmth and depth. 

OC WEEKLY: What are six words that 
describe your food? 

MICHAEL ROSSI: Layers of flavor, sea¬ 
sonal, produce-driven. 

What are eight words that describe you? 
Driven, open-minded, passionate, per¬ 
fectionist, hard-working, persistent, 
teacher, student. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

Lemon zest. Acidity adds freshness. We go 
through, like, 2,000 tasting spoons a week, 
tasting food all day long. We work to get 
everybody on the same page by asking one 
another, “What part of your tongue did it 
not hit?” Really good food should be ana¬ 
lyzed as though it’s good wine. We look for 
complete balance in everything we make. 
Rules of conduct in your kitchen: 
Professionalism, integrity, pride of product, 
accountability. Every day, you can walk in 
there halfway through the shift, and every¬ 
body knows what’s going on. The staff 
don’t come in and just work in their sta¬ 
tion. They’re working toward their future. 
My job is to make them all chefs. 

One food you detest: 

White pepper. I was never fond of the 
smell. It has a funky aroma to me that’s not 
pepper. I don’t even know how to explain it. 
One food you can’t live without: 

All Mexican food— LOVE the comfort food 
aspect of it. I think my stomach thinks I’m 
Mexican. I love hole-in-the-wall Mexican 
places. When I worked at Border Grill, I 
was the only white guy in the kitchen; this 
was during Susan Feniger and Mary Sue 
Millikan’s Two Hot Tamales series, so they 
weren’t in the kitchen at the same time. 

All the tickets would come in in Spanish. I 
made 15 gallons of guacamole my first day. 

I think Gabbi Patrick is a great friend who 
makes awesome food. Every time I go to 
Gabbi’s Mexican Kitchen in Orange, I’m 
very surprised that it’s more than what I 
probably expected. She’s a fantastic chef 
who keeps it real. 

What you’d like to see more of in Orange 
County from a culinary standpoint: 

More chef-driven concepts. When I started 
in this business 18 years ago, there weren’t 
many chef-driven restaurants in Orange 
County. I helped Roy Yamaguchi open his 
location in Newport. That was the first res¬ 
taurant of its level at the time. We changed 
our menu every day. I met Andrew Sutton 
while working there, and he told me about

this concept with Disney. I opened up Napa 
Rose with him, and there was nothing like it. 
Andy never stops thinking. He never stops 
creating. Dee Nguyen of Break of Dawn is 
keeping it real with his culture, and he is 
using a lot of his experiences and things he 
has learned, but he makes everything from 
scratch. Dean Kim of OC Baking Co. has 
been a friend of mine for 15 years. He says, 
“Let’s sit down and create something.” The 
wagon-wheel bread we have at each table 
has seven different rolls in it. We created it 
because I hate throwing bread away. He gets 
inside the chef’s head and wants to create 
something cool for us. That’s what I mean 
by chef-driven. I think the coolest thing in 
the world is having another chef come to 
your restaurant. Alan Greeley of the Golden 
Truffle came in. He goes, “Buddy, I want you 
to try this out,” and it was some fatback [pig 
meat] that he fried up with some salt. Those 
are the types of chefs who inspire me. Those 
are my friends. 

Weirdest thing you’ve ever eaten: 

Horse tenderloin is really popular in Italy. 
You’re making breakfast What are 
you having? 

Huevos rancheros. 

You’re at the market What do you buy 
two of? 

Two lemons because I like the acidity in 
my food and the freshness of the zest. 
Weirdest customer request (and did you 
do it?): 

A guest came in who had had surgery; 
she requested to have our four-course 
tasting menu miniaturized ... in 2- and 
3-ounce portions. It was very strange. She 
told us before she was coming in, and we 
prepped everything.

Four for the Score 

Only one of Long Beach’s Casa Sanchezes is the 
bueno one, and that’s numero cuatro 


C asa Sanchez off Anaheim Street and 
Termino Avenue is one of those 
Long Beach institutions every¬ 
body raves about, but then you try it on 
your own and can’t see what the big fuss 
is about. Bland, poorly cooked meats and 
burritos over stuffed with beans instead 
of actual ingredients ensured I only went 
to the greasy-spoon Mexican restaurant 
twice: once, to get a gristle-filled $4 chile 
verde burrito and again to make sure I 
wasn’t going crazy when I told a friend the 
guacamole tasted like liquefied pennies. 



It took years for someone to finally 
inform me I didn’t have to suffer through 
Casa Sanchez #l’s bland cooking prac¬ 
tices and grossly unkempt outdoor patio 
(think horseflies and pigeon poop) in 
order to get a whiff of the best Cal-Mex 
in town. Apparently, there are three 
other Casa Sanchez locations in the city, 
each owned by another member of the 
family, and all of them are infinitely more 
palatable than the one on Anaheim. My 
new favorite is Casa Sanzhez #4, owned 
by the oldest relative of the clan, a man 
clearly more dedicated to quality and 
traditional northern Mexican flavors. His 
all-inside restaurant not only is cleaner 
and serves more authentic food, but also 
it’s constantly filled only with Mexicans 
who speak little English—always a good 
sign. There, on industrial Cherry Avenue 
in north Long Beach, I can always order 
any of the burritos, mariscos, tacos or

dinner plates off the extensive menu 
without fear of inconsistency or the 
general grody-ness that plagues Casa 
Sanchez #1. 

The burritos are always a good bet, 
massive knife-and-fork endeavors, stuffed 
with tender, spiced meat, an appropriate 
amount of beans, and onions and salsa. 

And with more than a dozen protein-filling 
options—from carnitas to chicken picado 
to chicharrones—there are endless reasons 
to return. And then there are the famous 
“super quesadillas,” cheese-centric rounds 
so massive they have to give it to you pa’ 
llevar in a pizza box (pa’ aqui comes on a 
pizza tray). For only $7, two burrito-sized 
tortillas are united with a pound of melted 
cheese and filled with whichever meat you 
choose. On the side comes sour cream and 
non-metallic guacamole for dipping, and 
for added spice, pick up some of the verde 
and roja from the self-serve salsa bar by the 
front counter. 

A Long Beach lifer who accompanied 
me on my nuevo Casa Sanchez quest told 
me that when he was a kid, the one on 
Anaheim was just as good, but the quality 
dipped sometime in the ’90s, so he stopped 
going. Discovering #4 was a re-awakening 
of sorts, a necessary journey to salvage the 
Casa Sanchez legacy. Where other Cal- 
Mex joints may fall short, this institutional 
installment lives up to its rancho claims, a 
place where the daily specials list includes 
both good deals (half a super quesadilla, 
rice and beans, and a drink for $6) and 
gabacho oddities (costillas de nopales, 
nothing more than ribs and cactus) and 
the important futbol game is always on.

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Global Changes In 
Food Culture 

Our globe-trotting chef interviewer on making OC a 

better food paradise

Every other week on our Stick a Fork In It 
blog, Clay Oven Irvine executive chef/owner 
Geeta Bansal interviews a world-famous 
chef. She's been privy to culinary move¬ 
ments among them to improve food culture 
woldwide, and Bansal is trying to bring a 
bit of that collaborative ethos to Orange 
County. In this excerpt from a recent essay, 
she explains her rationale. 

M y life’s journey has always been 
learning more about cuisines 
around the world, as well as about 
the individuals in the culinary world who 
develop new cooking techniques, combina¬ 
tions and flavor profiles. For more than 20 
years, I have followed the careers of many 
innovative and creative chefs in other parts 
of the world and seen and tasted the stories 
they present on their plates. I am curious 
about what their thought processes are and 
what is the dialogue they wish to initiate 
with their diners. For me, the seasons in a 
calendar year are marked by the chef con¬ 
ferences and symposiums I travel to around 
the world. These excursions give me the 
opportunity to keep up with food culture 
at large, as well as dine at some of the most 
talked-about restaurants in the world. 

I have had some very candid conversa¬ 
tions away from the workplace with chefs 
such as Massimo Bottura, Rene Redzepi, 
Albert Adria, Alex Atala, Gaston Acurio, 
Davide Scabin, Inaki Aizpitarte, Magnus 
Nillson, David Kinch, Bryan and Michael 
Voltaggio, and Daniel Patterson to give me a 
real feel for what is coming next in food and 
where they are leading the food culture of 
today. I feel enriched and recharged by these 
experiences and understand the philosophy 
of this new generation of chefs—plus I get a 
glimpse into the future of gastronomy. 

We talk about different things, but 
certain subjects keep recurring. I broach 
the subject of restaurants becoming more 
casual, and the younger chefs see that as 
the future, while chefs with restaurants 
that are perceived as once-in-a-lifetime 
destinations—such as Alain Ducasse, Acu¬ 
rio, Elena and Juan Mari Arzak—say linens, 
fine china and personalized service will still 
be around. It seems to be a generational 
stance, since I recently dined at Relae in 
Copenhagen, with its very casual service 
and drawers under each table for the sil¬ 
ver, napkins and menu, and the next night 
at Geranium, which had all the bells and 
whistles. I enjoyed the very personalized 
service there a tad more. 

Adria and I have spoken about the practi¬ 
cality of tasting menus, and he does not like 
the concept. Not only is he a superb chef, 
but he is also a very organized and practical 
restaurateur. He believes the diner should be 


able to decide what to eat and how much to 
spend. Coming from one of the minds behind 
El Bulli, long the top restaurant in the world 
(and which only offers an extensive tasting 
menu), Adria’s opinion is significant at a time 
when our local food scene is venturing into 
tasting menus with hefty price tags. 

Symposiums such as the Danish MAD 
(mad means “food” in Danish) encourage 
conversations about ecology, conserva¬ 
tion, food production and social contribu¬ 
tion, and they give cooks in the audience 
a chance to reflect on their impact on the 
environment and how they can be creative 
while being mindful of their footprint. 
These gatherings bring together experts 
from different disciplines—glaciologists, 
environmental activists, farmers, foragers, 
chefs, butchers, fermentation experts, writ¬ 
ers, food historians, chefs—for an honest 
exchange of ideas that explore how the 



various disciplines are interlinked and 
intertwined. In our culture, in which view¬ 
ers and foodie wannabes are enamored 
with reality TV shows, it is important to 
bring this conversation to a more local level 
and for all cooks and diners to understand 
the impact their food choices have on 
the planet. They need to adapt to having 
organic, local products in their kitchens, to 
not follow any trends, to feel a social and 
moral responsibility for the environment 
and believe personally in this concept. 

The seed I wish to plant in our part of the 
world is about building a healthy fraternity 
of people in the food industry, about how 
we all need to share and work together. A 
healthy, informed relationship between all 
the players—chefs, management, produc¬ 
ers, suppliers, etc.—will create a better food 
culture as collaborations are stronger than 
individuals working alone. When we work 
together, we have the power to carry every¬ 
one forward and have a lasting impact on 
our foodscape.

Beef Teriyaki Bowl at Mos 2 


D ecades before Kogi was an “inspired” 
idea in the head of OC native Roy 
Choi, another Asian-Mexican fusion 
feast was enrapturing Orange County: 

Mos Burgers, a Japanese-American burger 
stand not related to the Japanese fast-food 
empire, set up in deepest, darkest SanTana, 
off Edinger Avenue. It no longer exists, but 
its spirit lives on in the four Mos 2 locations 
still operating. Here is where the Mexican 
teriyaki bowl was born—or at least reached 
its apotheosis. 

A yellowing Orange County Register article 
dating from 1989 that hangs at the SanTana 
branch on Grand, next to the city’s DMV 
office, celebrates the original Mos Burgers as 
a prime example of blendo cuisine, a horrible 
name for what we call fusion. Years later, 
that same critic would call its teriyaki burrito 
“plain weird”—a comment that nowadays 
we’d call borderline racist, as well as abso¬ 
lutely stupid. But Mos 2 eventually whittled 
down the menu to teriyaki plates and bowls, 
and earned the undying devotion of thou¬ 
sands of high schoolers. 

I’m one of them. Eating a Mos 2 teri¬ 
yaki bowl—beef shaved until it resembles 
the meat in a carne asada taco, cebollitas 
chopped up and thrown on top, teriyaki 
sauce and Tapatio on the side—takes me 
back to Anaheim High, circa 1997, crossing 
Lincoln Boulevard after school for a bowl. 

To all-day study sessions in a garage while

attending Orange Coast College and work¬ 
ing at the now-defunct Family Fun Center.

iifV no!" I groaned when the nice 

woman on the phone at Playground 
in SanTana told me the drink whose name and 
ingredients I had asked for might no longer 
be on the menu. I couldn't remember what it 
was—only that it was magnificent, that it was 
new and that it involved quince, one of my all- 
time favorite ingredients. And although I know 
and respect the mercurial nature of Play¬ 
ground boss Jason Quinn,surely, he couldn't 
have already excised it? 

I was put on hold. I fretted. I started think¬ 
ing how I could bribe Quinn to bring it back—a 
block of quince from my hometown in Zacate¬ 
cas? Some Hatch powderto complement his 
Hatch burger? A photo of Orange County Reg- 
ister food critic Brad A. Johnson, who bitchily 
called Quinn a "bully" earlier this year? Within 
seconds, the nice woman clicked backto me. 
"That drink you asked for," she replied, "is 
still available. Sherry, quince, lemon juice and 
simple syrup, and it's called the Cydonia." 

That's RIGHT! The night came backto me: 
Dave Lieberman and I did a downtown San¬ 
Tana bar crawl, starting at Little Sparrow and 
swinging by Playground before ending at C4. 
We ran into the Noble Ale crew at Playground 
and squeezed into the bar. Quinn threw 
together some bluefin carpaccio and told me 
about this new cocktail his crew had just con¬ 
cocted—upon mentioning quince, I was sold.

But noth¬ 
ing could deny the flavor of that amazing 
quince (cydonia is its Latin name), and 
nothing could stop me from marveling at yet 
another Playground triumph. Even better? 
Even if Quinn drops the Cydonia today, I 
trust in his current crew—he has just hired 
our Best Bartender as named in this issue, 
Joe Valdovinos. 

Let the surprises continue to come, but, 
Jason, ALWAYS let quince represent!

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Silent River Runs Deep 

Film fest returns to bring world cinema to Irvine

N ewspapers have gone list-y. The 
narrative form that has served 
the publishing world for 2,000 
years? Toss that out with your shine box, 
grandpa. Online threatens the printed 
page, lists equal views online, so the 
printed page figures it’s better to follow 
than lead with what they’ve always done. 

And so we come to this year’s Silent 
River Film Festival, which runs Oct. 17 
through 20 in Irvine, and this newspaper’s 
desire to preview it for you, dear readers. 
Rather than watch hours of films and trail¬ 
ers, read reams of press notes, and conduct 
interviews that will all be boiled into an 
informative, narrative yarn... hey, gang, 
let’s make another list! 

Hell, let’s let Silent River festival 
founder/director Kalpna Singh-Chitnis 
make the list. She does all the work, I get 
the byline, and with the online version, the 
Weekly gets the hits. It’s win-win-win, baby! 

Here, then, are five things Ms. Singh- 
Chitnis shot back when asked what will 
make Silent River 2013 great. 

1. Non-prof itness. Silent River Film 
Festival now is a nonprofit organization 
supported by the city of Irvine. It aims to 
bring “East and West” together to share 
their best works on film and “Cinema and 
Causes” on one platform to bring aware¬ 
ness about the issues that are important to 
us, as well as provide them active support. 
2. World-wideness. This year, 17 coun¬ 
tries are participating with 83 films. New 
additions to the festival are screenplay and 
music-video competitions and the Film 
Fair, with seminars, panel discussions, spe¬ 
cial screenings, exhibits, raffles, food and 
live entertainment. It is on the last day of 
the festival, is at the Irvine Civic Center, is 
free to all and concludes with a Red Carpet 
Awards Night Gala. 

3. Movie-watchingness. There are too 
many films for 2013 to highlight here. 


But Josh (Against the Grain), directed 
by Iram Parveen Bilal, is a tribute to all 
innocent victims of retribution crime in 
feudal Pakistan and the youth movement 
against class separation, poverty, illiteracy 
and suppression of women’s rights. It’s 
making its U.S. festival premiere and is 
considered the opening-night film from 
the East. The opening-night picture from 
the West, making its West Coast premiere, 
is Harmony: A New Way of Looking At 
Our World, which was directed by Stuart 
Sender and is inspired by the life and work 
of Prince Charles, His Royal Highness 
the Prince of Wales. The documentary 
Pad YatraiA Green Odyssey— which was 
directed by Wendy J.N. Lee, produced by 
actress Michelle Yeoh and narrated by 
actress Daryl Hannah—follows 700 people 
trekking across the Himalayas with a call 
to save the planet’s “third pole,” a glacial 
region now devastated by the climate 
chaos associated with global warming. 

The festival’s Feature Showcase includes 
Lootera, which is based on O. Henry’s story 
“The Last Leaf”; the film was directed by 
Vikramaditya Motwane and stars Bolly¬ 
wood mega-stars Ranveer Singh, Sonakshi 
Sinha and Adil Hussain of Life of Pi. And 
there’s Anita Ho, which was directed 
by Steve Myung and features Elizabeth 
Sung ( Memoirs of a Geisha), Raymond 
Ma ( Lethal Weapon, NYPD Blues), Steve 
Myung, Lina So and popular rapper James 
To. (Visit silentriverfilmfestival.com for 
the full list.) 

4. Celebrity-ness. Confirmed to attend 
on opening night are Golden Globe win¬ 
ner and Academy Award nominee Sally 
Kirkland, who stars in the festival film 
Posey, and the band the Kin, who are flying 
from Australia for the festival premiere of 
their music video “Get On It” and short 
film The Price, both of which screen on 
opening night. Also coming that night 
are Harmony director Stuart Sender and 


producer Julie Bergman Sender, who are 
also the filmmakers behind The Vow, the 
Academy Award-nominated Prisoners of 
Paradise and G.I. Jane. Iram Parveen Bilal, 
the director of Josh (Against the Grain) 
and an emerging filmmaker in Pakistan, 
will attend not only opening night, but also 
Awards Night, a filmmaking seminar and a 
panel discussion. 

5. Un-greatness. Yes, this is supposed 
to be a list of great things, but it must be 
pointed out that there was a lack of support 
from sponsors, the local business commu¬ 
nity, art organizations and many commu¬ 
nity leaders (not to be mistaken for the city 
of Irvine). It is a shame! Silent River orga¬ 
nizers tried very hard to reach out to every¬ 
one, but they experienced a very dismissive 
attitude! It has been like going against tides 
or digging an oasis in the desert of OC. The 
audiences are the ultimate supporters of 
the Silent River Film Festival, as well as the 
Cinema for Causes Fundraising Campaign 
at Indiegogo (visit www.indiegogo.com/ 
proj ects /silent-r iver-film-festival- cinema- 
for-causes). 

Thanks, Ms. Singh-Chitnis! Hey, one good 
list deserves another. Here are five things 
at this year’s festival that peaked the inter¬ 
est of your humble reporter: 

1. Journo wars. I love the coverage of 
fracking—drilling into the earth to unleash 
oil and earthquakes—by Weekly contribu¬ 
tor Brandon Ferguson. So I’d pay to watch 
the look on his face while he views the 
documentary feature FrackNation, which 
follows journalist Phelim McAleer facing 
“gun threats, malicious 911 calls and bogus 
lawsuits when questioning green extrem¬ 
ists for the truth about fracking,” accord¬ 
ing to producers. 

2. Empty pockets. There are small- 
budget films, low-budget films and micro- 
budget films. Keep dropping lower to 

get to LA-by-way-of-Midwest filmmaker 
Jason Eberly’s Dead Drop. He claims to 
have spent just $97 to make the short film 


that, thanks to the beautiful San Diego 
backdrop and beautiful actor/dancers 
Carlos Barrionuevo and Mayte Valdes, 
looks like a million bucks. Ironically, the 
same creative team, right down to the 
actor/dancers, made the high-budget (and 
award-winning short) Nina Del Tango, 
which screened at April’s Newport Beach 
Film Festival. 

3. Reds. Valenti Figueres’ feature drama 
The K. Effect: Stalin’s Editor imagines a 
childhood friend of agitprop filmmaker 
Sergei Eisenstein being recruited by the 
Kremlin to spy on the ol’ “Father of the 
Montage” during the first decades of the 
USSR. The assignment takes the spy to 
the U.S. (where he helps start the Great 
Depression!), North Africa and the country 
from where Figueres’ picture hails, Spain. 

4. Senior projects. The documentary 
short A Second Chance, which explores 
and pays tribute to service dogs that help 
war veterans suffering from post-traumatic 
stress disorder, earned director David 
Aristizabal, a 2012 USC grad, a first-place 
award at this year’s 40th Student Academy 
Awards. The Oscars-sanctioned awards 
recognize the outstanding work film stu¬ 
dents create before they finish school. 

5. Celebrity-ness II. Awards Night is 
worth a visit just to see if previously 
announced recipients will show up: Prince 
Charles (River Spirit Award), Michelle 
Yeoh and Daryl Hannah (River Glory 
Award), His Holiness Gyalwang Drukpa 
(River Admiration Award), Dusty Bran- 
dom (River Spirit Award for Youth), Irina 
Maleeva (River Symphony Award), and 
Carlos Barrionuevo and Mayte Valdes 
(River Rhythm Award).

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No More Mr. Everyman 

Tom Hanks goes where few actors have dared

T om Hanks has built a career out of 
playing aggressively noble roles, 
so it’s only natural to want to see 
him taken down a peg. But it’s no fun to 
watch him suffer at the hands of Somali 
pirates in Paul Greengrass’ true-life 
adventure Captain Phillips. Hanks plays 
the commander of the Maersk Alabama, 
a U.S. cargo ship en route from Oman to 
Kenya beset by Somali pirates. After try¬ 
ing to negotiate with these aggressive, 
trigger-happy extortionists, he somehow 
persuades them to release the ship and 
its crew in exchange for the wad of cash 
stashed in the ship’s safe. The solution, 
of course, isn’t as simple as that, and the 
ordeal that unfolds over the next five 
days involves further fruitless negotia¬ 
tion, countless bumps and bruises, and, 
ultimately, bloodshed of the sort Robert 
Louis Stevenson never imagined. 

Captain Phillips was adapted by 
screenwriter Billy Ray from Richard 
Phillips’ memoir, A Captain’s Duty: 

Somali Pirates , Navy SEALS , and Dan¬ 
gerous Days at Sea. When the Maersk 
Alabama was hijacked in 2009, it became 
the first American ship to be raided by 
pirates in nearly 200 years. Early on, 
Phillips, knowing the ship is headed for 
potentially pirate-infested waters, gets 
the willies and stages a drill so the crew 
will know what to do if the ship comes 
under attack. The camera—even though 
Greengrass and cinematographer Barry 
Ackroyd favor the shaky, handheld kind— 
follows the men with precision and 
grace, through long, narrow corridors 
and into watertight chambers lined with 
pipes and dials. Shots are edited intel¬ 
ligently and meticulously; you always 
know where you are and why, and if you 
don’t, it’s because Greengrass hasn’t 
told you yet. When Phillips, in an effort 
to defend his ship, removes a particular 
something from a box, you might at first 
wonder, “Shouldn’t there be a line of 
dialogue telling me what it is he’s fetch¬ 
ing?” Then you realize—duh!—you’ll 
find out what it is by watching. We’ve 
become conditioned to having everything 
in popular movies explained by dialogue; 
Greengrass returns audiences to a kind of 
innocence, reminding us it’s okay to trust 
our eyes. 

Still, there’s something about Captain 
Phillips that’s exhausting, and it may 
have to do with Greengrass’ insistence 
on trying to explain why unhappy Soma¬ 
lis would want to clamber aboard an 
American ship and start firing automatic 
weapons willy-nilly. Even in the face of 
the most aggressive human behavior, he 
wants to understand motives and com¬ 
plications, and here he takes great care 
to show us how desperate these men 
are, in some cases needing to provide for 
their families. 

Explanation doesn’t necessarily equal 
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justification, but these are some rough, 
nasty (if confused) guys. Of course, 
Greengrass needs to humanize them, and 
the actors he’s chosen to portray them— 
particularly Barkhad Abdi as the leader, 
Muse, and Barkhad Abdirahman as addled 
teenager Bilal—are superb. But Captain 
Phillips gets dangerously close to making a 
“these people just can’t help themselves” 
defense, which is a particularly subtle, if 
unintentional, kind of racism. 

But even if Captain Phillips treads into 
some ideologically rough waters, there’s 
one thing that’s hard to find fault with: 
Hanks gives a performance that goes 
from good (through the first 124 minutes) 
to extraordinary (in the last 10). Yes, he’s 
easy to pick on, particularly given that in 
his most recent pictures— Larry Crowne, 
those movies based on Dan Brown nov¬ 
els, Cloud Atlas— he has been forced to 
wear some distractingly weird hairdos. 
But when he’s not tonsorially challenged, 
Hanks can be a marvelous performer, and 
in Captain Phillips, he lets out one hell of 
a quiet roar. 

Instead of writing all of Phillips’ 
anguish, fear and frustration in big loops, 
he parcels them out discreetly, with a 
glance here and a half-hidden frown 
there. And at the movie’s end, he does 
something so astonishing yet so effort¬ 
lessly natural that I can’t recall ever 
having seen anything like it. Hanks’ 
performance captures an essential but 
subtle idea: The things you do to survive 
a crisis are just the beginning; the real 
work begins afterward, when the world 
has gone back to normal but you haven’t. 
When you can finally stand without 
lurching, that’s when you’ve really got 
your sea legs.

MACHETE KILLS During his 2012 presidential cam¬ 
paign, Republican candidate Herman Cain rhapso¬ 
dized about the fence he'd build on the U.S.-Mexico 
border: 20 feet tall with barbed wire, electricity, 
and a moat. "And I would put those alligators in 
that moat!" he cheered. For Machete Kills, Robert 
Rodriguez built that fence but left out the alligators, 
which means even a movie where Sofia Vergara 
wears a strap-on crotch gun that she shoots by 
thrusting her pelvis is less crazy than our national 
conversation about immigration. Picking up years 
after renegade blade artist Machete (Danny Trejo) 
rode off into the sunset with a sexy border agent 
(Jessica Alba), Kills tops the 2010 original by not 
giving a mierda about logic or character. Not that 
these characters aren't interesting: Mel Gibson 
plays a precognitive scientist cult leader. Trejo's 
calmness balances out the giddy lunacy Rodriguez 
chucks at the screen: a literally man-eating hooker 
(Vergara), an alien ray that zaps Mexican laborers 
to a space station, and a curiously courageous 
performance by Gibson, whose quasi-religious 
inventor compares himself to Noah building the arc 
and refers to his past mental breakdown as "the 
Incident." Machete Kills is a live-action cartoon 
that's one part Garry Trudeau to two parts bloody 
Looney Tunes. Rodriguez bends reality like an 
animation cell until we can only cheer, not com¬ 
plain, that the missile's 24-hour countdown clock 
stretches on past two days or that we're asked 
to pretend that sticking Machete in a tuxedo and 
glasses is as convincing a disguise as Bugs Bunny 
in a Valkyrie bra. (R) Amy Nicholson Countywide.

BATTLE OFTHE YEAR B-boy dancing, i.e. manly 
cheerleading, is in peril. The U.S. invented it, 
but now the Koreans, Russians, Germans, and 
Japanese, a veritable goon squad of 20th-century 
villains, have taken over, and the French—the 
French!—sponsor the biggest international dance- 
off, the Battle of the Year. Merde! Have they for¬ 
gotten we saved their asses on the Maginot Soul 
Train Line? Over a militaristic soundtrack of snare 
drums and mournful horns, urban-wear impresario 
Dante Graham (Laz Alonso) warns that America is 
losing its honor—and that he won't be able to sell 
as many shoes. Time for Hollywood's favorite hero, 
an alcoholic basketball coach (Josh Holloway), to 
save the day by forming a B-boy Dream Team from 
a posse of flexible street kids. His second-in-com¬ 
mand: a Jewish breakdancing-scholar (Josh Peck) 
who sighs that he lost his swagger when he was 
circumcised. Brin Hill and Chris Parker's script is as 
original as Puff Daddy during his rapping-over-Sting 
phase. Are there speeches? Holloway is literally 
forced to say, "There is no T in 'team.'" It's even 
structured like a reality show, as Coach whittles 
the gang from 36 to 22 to 13, handing the klutzy 
a bus pass home like a Bachelorette doling out 
roses. To save time, it simply name-checks athletes 
we already know, explaining away the bad blood 
between Rooster (Chris Brown) and Do Knock (Jon 
"Do Knock" Cruz) as a "Kobe-and-Shaq thing." 

Alas, director Benson Lee lacks the florid visual 
style of Step Up 3D, which remains the Citizen 
Kane of the genre-this is strictly a concrete-and- 
barbed-wire, crotch-grabbing back-flips exertion. 
But the dorky, jingoistic charm wins points, even 
if just for daring to dress the team in red, white, 
and blue Kangols while the judges scream, "Korea 
strikes back with an aerial assault!" (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson AMC Downtown Disney 12, Anaheim. 

CLOUDY WITH A CHANCE OF MEATBALLS 2 In 
the first Cloudy With a Chance of Meatballs film, 
which turned a 32-page children's book into an 
unexpected critical darling, young inventor Flint 
(Bill Hader) concocted a gizmo that turns water into 
whatever foodstuffs he wants. Cue an unnatural 
disaster: The machine went berserk and flung 
giant meatballs at the town, keeping Flint so frantic 
he couldn't seal the deal with Sam (Anna Faris), 
a cute, glasses-wearing weather girl. The sequel 
starts seconds after the climatic food fight. Flint's 
a hero, but his home is a mess. Enter his hero, TV 
scientist Chester V (Will Forte), a Twizzler-slim, 
goateed guru. Chester is the inventor of his own 
life-changing pocket-sized rectangle: a food bar. 
Though busy tinkering with an update, the Food 
Bar 8.0, Chester promises a solution the citizens 
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can't resist: He'll send his minions to scrape off 
the cheese and temporarily relocate everyone to 
the city of San Franjose. Forget the plot. It's above- 
average cute stuff that celebrates friendship and 
brains as Flint, Sam, and their crew—a moron 
in a chicken suit (Andy Samberg), a multitasking 
cameraman (Benjamin Bratt), a monkey, and Flint's 
monobrowed dad (James Caan)—return to the 
island, discover Chester's secret plans, and blah 
blah blah hugs hugs high fives. What matters is 
what they find there: puns. Chewandswallow 2.0 is 
a produce-aisle Avatar ruled by wordplay. There's 
hippotatomuses, shrimpanzees, fruit cockatiels, and 
apple piethons. By the time a marshmallow blinks 
its goggle-eyes and curls up with a flock of mini¬ 
marshmallow babies, you may be convinced you've 
wandered into the ultimate Japanese grocery 
store—or perhaps snuck in a very special brownie. 
The movie takes its comic cues from The Muppets 
and Pee Wee's Playhouse, kids' shows that ripen 
as their audience matures. (PG) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

DON JON Even when Joseph Gordon-Levitt isn't mov¬ 
ing very much, he throws off the illusion of move¬ 
ment. Everything about him is alight; even his nerve 
endings seem to have a sense of humor. There's no 
dancing in Gordon-Levitt's writing-directing debut, 
Don Jon, although the movie is so heavily reminis¬ 
cent—in the good way—of Saturday Night Fever 
that an arm-swinging paint-can reverie wouldn't 
be out of place. But the picture is agile in every 
other sense. It's a comedy that moves with a sense 
of purpose, as Gordon-Levitt does in the title role: 
His character is a Jersey lothario who's earned the 
nickname "Don" because of his success with the 
ladies. Jon spends his days polishing his brawn 
at the gym. By night, he and his friends trawl the 
hotspots, looking for the most babe-o-licious girls. 
Jon's dirty little secret, though, is that he prefers 
porn—he doesn't have to be anything for those 
girls. Then he's bowled over by a bombshell at a 
local club, Scarlett Johansson's Barbara Sugarman, 
whom he thinks might be "the one." Barbara toys 
with him from the beginning, though in some ways 
her approach is sensible: She doesn't rush into 
bed. At Barbara's behest, the somewhat aimless 
Jon begins taking night classes, where he meets a 
mysterious and obviously older woman—her name, 
as unglamorous as it gets, is Esther, and she's 
played by Julianne Moore. Her entrance is the 
point at which Gordon-Levitt's characters shift from 
being obvious, intentional cartoons into people with 
feelings. Even when his story starts getting seri¬ 
ous, Gordon-Levitt always keeps it funny, and his 
cast is all in on the joke. (R) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

ENOUGH SAID James Gandolfini's charisma wasn't 
something turned on at will, but a radio vibe that 
radiated from deep within: It's in the timbre of his 
voice, his rolling carriage, the way he's always just 
one flirtatious millisecond behind the beat. Part of 
what Gandolfini does was acting; but sometimes 
acting is an intensification of being. It's easy to find 
joy in just about everything he does here. Gandolfini 
plays Albert, a divorced dad who's getting ready 
to send his daughter off to college. Julia Louis- 
Dreyfus' Eva, a masseuse, is in the same boat. They 
meet at a party and tentatively begin dating. At that 
same party, Eva meets poet Marianne (Catherine 
Keener), a tall, boho drink of water. Marianne 
becomes first one of Eva's clients and then a friend. 
Eva tells Marianne about the funny, sexy, somewhat 
overweight guy she's started dating; Marianne 
complains about her own sloppy ex-husband. You 
might guess before they do that they're talking 
about the same guy. But the central plot contriv¬ 
ance isn't the point. What matters is director Nicole 
Holofcener's knack for observing not just the way 
people respond to extreme situations, but what 
they do in everyday ones. Enough Said is a roman¬ 
tic comedy of sorts, one set in deep middle age, 
that time when you start wondering if there are any 
surprises left (aside from unpleasant ones). That 
alone makes it unusual, not to mention the fact that 
Holofcener and her cinematographer, Xavier Perez 
Grobet, are highly attuned to the geography of for- 
tyish and fiftyish faces. Keener and Louis-Dreyfus, 
of course, both look "good," but they also look 
"their age," whatever that means these days, and 
Louis-Dreyfus and Gandolfini are lovely together.

THE FAMILY It's Robert De Niro as we've seen him 
before: think The Big Wedding and Goodfellas 
(which, in the film, is given a shout-out alongside 
executive producer Martin Scorsese) but in the 
Witness Protection Program and joined by his 
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fictional family in northern France. This 
makes for a juggling act of comedy, 
romance, and gangster genres—but 
the balls don't always stay in the air. 

You can be chuckling one minute then 
cowering and cringing the next, which 
tinges the humor with apprehension 
and taints the brutality with absurdity. 
That isn't to say that the combo doesn't 
work at all. Take Dianna Agron's Belle, 
dressed in the sweet and girly fashion 
of her Glee counterpart and whaling on 
some girl for stealing her pink pencil 
case. But then she reacts as dramati¬ 
cally to rejection from her first love as 
the similarly named Bella did in Twilight. 
Father, mother (Michelle Pfeiffer), 
daughter, and son (John D'Leo) all 
share varying degrees of sociopathic 
and homicidal tendencies, but they are 
still very much a loving family. All their 
vengeance is directed outward: at the 
supermarket owner who makes fun of 
Americans, the plumber who arrives 
late and tries to hustle a higher pay¬ 
ment, or the bully who beats the son 
up on the first day of school. There are 
some great moments sprinkled through¬ 
out. But overall, these elements never 
seem to come together in the same 
harmonious way that this family does 
with each other. (And if you want to see 
what it's like when these three genres 
do coalesce, try Some Like It Hot.) (R) 
Sherrie Li. Countywide. 

GRAVITY Some movies are so tense 
and deeply affecting that they 
shave years off your life as you're 
watching, only to give back that lost 
time, and more, at the end. Alfonso 
Cuaron's Gravity is one of those 
movies. Sandra Bullock and George 
Clooney play astronauts Ryan Stone 
and Matt Kowalski—one a medical 
engineer, the other, as he puts it, 
the guy who "drives the bus"—who 
find themselves adrift in space, cut 
off from communication with Earth. 
This is Cuaron's first movie since his 
stunning dystopian fantasy Children 
of Men, and his first in 3D. To see 
Clooney and Bullock circling one 
another, nearly drifting into oblivion 
only to be reeled back, all captured 
in takes so long it's as if Cuaron's 
camera can't bring itself to look 
away—this is what 3D was made 
for. The film is both a spectacle and 
a platform for its actors, especially 
Bullock. An early scene shows her 
drifting, tetherless, losing oxygen. 
She's terrified but also astonished, 
and she has never looked more beau¬ 
tiful—cinematographer Emmanuel 
Lubezki renders her skin as luminous 
as platinum. Even the sound of her 
breathing, strained and intensified, 
draws us close to her. Stone contin¬ 
ues to talk even after contact with 
home has been lost: She can't hear 
Houston, but Houston may be able to 
hear her, which is as apt and unsen¬ 
timental a metaphor for prayer as I 
can think of. Gravity is harrowing and 
comforting, intimate and glorious, 
the kind of movie that makes you feel 
more connected to the world rather 
than less. In space, no one can hear 
you scream. But a whole audience 
can hear you breathe. And that is a 
wondrous thing. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

INSIDIOUS: CHAPTER 2 Insidious 
Chapter 2 picks up where its prede¬ 
cessor left off—in abject silliness. 

As before, director James Wan 
and screenwriter Leigh Whannell's 
wannabe-scary story indulges in 
innumerable demonic-possession 
tropes before closing with a ridicu¬ 
lous finale set on an "astral plane" 
known as "The Further" where evil 
spirits lurk. That's also where pater¬ 
familias Josh (Patrick Wilson) finds 
his soul trapped at outset, leaving 
his earthly body to be controlled by a 


mommy phantom who likes to scare 
the rest of Josh's family-including 
wife Renai (Rose Byrne) and son 
Dalton (Ty Simpkins), the latter 
gifted with the ability to travel in 
his sleep to The Further—with loud 
jolt scares involving a noise-making 
baby walker. Two goofy mediums 
(Whannell and Angus Sampson) offer 
deliberate comic relief, but most of 
Chapter 2 is unintentionally hilari¬ 
ous. Characters routinely behave in 
absurd ways, none more so than a 
team of ghost-hunters nonchalantly 
rummaging around an abandoned 
hospital at night with flashlights and 
shaky-cams. Before a reunion with 
dead psychic Elise (Lin Shaye), the 
characters must first uncover the 
secret of their pesky—and, as Renai 
learns, slap-happy—specter, which 
is revealed in a finale that, like Wan's 
The Conjuring, equally comprises 
classic horror cliches and mythologi¬ 
cal mumbo jumbo. Plus, there's time 
travel, because why not? (PG-13)

PRISONERS If five Oscar nominees 
lose two young girls in the woods, 
will their wailing make a sound? 

That's the key question of Prisoners, 
Denis Villeneuve's prestigious puffery 
about a father (Hugh Jackman) and a 
cop (Jake Gyllenhaal) trying to catch 
a kidnapper. Prisoners is a dog-whis¬ 
tle for Academy voters. It might work, 
except that a) it makes no sense, 
and b) it's not from Clint Eastwood, 
the only director with enough swag- 
gerto demand such schlock be 
taken seriously. Our setting is a 
gray Pennsylvania town, where an 
ordinary man like Keller (Jackman) 
can teach his son to hunt in case a 
hurricane blows civilization away. 
Keller is a survivalist with an innate 
certainty that he can do better than 
the experts. That includes Detective 
Loki (Gyllenhaal), charged with track¬ 
ing down Keller's daughter, Anna 
(Erin Gerasimovich), and neighbor girl 
Joy (Kyla Drew Simmons) after they 
go missing. Initially, Keller begs Loki 
to help him make sense of the facts: 
Why did local weirdo Alex Jones 
(Paul Dano), a childlike near-mute, 
try to escape when questioned by the 
police? And why can't Loki keep him 
in custody? Loki brushes him off with 
police platitudes. He doesn't realize 
Keller may take matters, er, make that 
Alex—into his own hands. And fists. 
And homemade torture chambers. 
Villeneuve is interested in the raw 
ugliness of human desperation, and 
parts of the film get so bleak that it's 
surprising to realize it's not a remake 
of something Swedish. But when 
human complexities get in the way of 
screenwriter Aaron Guzikowski's plot 
twists, he and Villeneuve just throw 
away the parts that don't fit, hollow¬ 
ing out the story's internal logic. (R)

RUSH Rush seems to have shaken 
something awake in Ron Howard. The 
story of English racing driver James 
Hunt, the charismatic rapscallion 
who won 1976's Formula One World 
Championship, and Hunt's straight- 
arrow nemesis Niki Lauda, the movie 
sometimes feels a bit scrambled— 
Howard tries to pack a lot, maybe 
too much, into 123 surprisingly fleet 
minutes—but the racing sequences 
make up for it. Rush is flawed but 
alive, and its actors never get lost in 
the blur of speed. If the film is partly 
about machines—a flimsy type of 
race car that Hunt calls "just a little 
coffin, really"—it's just as much 
about men who know precisely what 
to do in those split seconds when 
there's no time to blink, let alone 
think. Chris Hemsworth, of Thor 
fame, plays Hunt, England's version 


of California, blond, insouciant, and 
randy. He loves the ladies almost as 
much as he loves driving, but the per¬ 
son who really gets under his skin is 
Lauda, played by Daniel Bruhl. They 
understand each other better than 
anyone else ever could. At one point, 
Hunt explains in voiceover, "The 
closer you are to death, the more 
alive you feel," a sentiment brought 
home to Lauda the hard way. In case 
you don't know the story, I won't 
divulge the details here, but Howard, 
working from a script by Peter 
Morgan, dramatizes the event that 
changed Lauda's life in a way that's 
horrifying and direct. The racing 
sequences, as shot by cinematogra¬ 
pher Anthony Dod Mantle and edited 
by Daniel P. Hanley and Mike Hill, 
are fleet, exhilarating, stunning in 
their detail. (R) Stephanie Zacharek 
Countywide. 

WADJDA Like all kid protagonists in 
movies, Wadjda's Wadjda wants one 
pure thing so much that the very 
concept of want shades into need. If 
this plucky Saudi Arabian girl (played 
by preteen Waad Mohammed) 
doesn't get a bicycle, it seems, some 
fundamental quality of hers might 
not survive her adolescence. Staked 
on it is nothing less than her sense 
that she can grow up to be a person 
of her choosing. But that bike is 
a pricey 800 riyals, and Wadjda's 
mother's teaching salary is tied up in 
car services—women in the Kingdom 
are forbidden to drive—and in a 
smashing new dress chosen to win 
back the attention of Wadjda's father, 
a man who is scouting around for 
a newer, presumably younger wife. 
Even worse, from Wadjda's perspec¬ 
tive: The very thought of a girl on a 
bike is enough to send her family and 
teachers into a panic. A simple, solid, 
affecting film, Wadjda is something 
rare: the work of a female Saudi 
filmmaker, Haifaa Al Mansour, and 
a feature from a country that has 
long outlawed cinemas. It's a hard- 
to-shake look at the everyday reali¬ 
ties of being a woman—or growing 
to be a woman—in a country that 
strictly limits what a woman can be. 
Mohammed's charisma and the film's 
appreciation for the hopefulness 
of children keep it from becoming 
too grim to bear. Just seeing life in 
Riyadh is a revelation. Al Mansour 
frames the city's slab-like struc¬ 
tures in static compositions, slightly 
off-center, and then sets the kids 
loose to dash around, and through 
them. The feeling is of efferves¬ 
cence among a stolid permanence.

YOU WILL BE MY SON The Great 
Santini with a pinch of Straw Dogs in 
French wine country, Gilles Legrand's 
You Will Be My Son recalls the "A" 
pictures Hollywood has basically 
stopped making. Whether Legrand's 
alternately compelling and cliched 
drama of father-son struggles 
achieves the greatness of the afore¬ 
mentioned films is another matter. 
Paul de Merseul (Niels Arestrup) 
is a revered French vintner, lording 
over his estate with kingly resolve. 

His mousy heir apparent, son Martin 
(Lorant Deutsch), is an object of 
constant disdain for Paul—so when 
head winemaker Frangois (Patrick 
Chesnais) falls ill and his handsome 
son Philippe (Nicolas Bridet) arrives 
to help, the stars align for Paul to 
have a new second-in-command. 
Further complicating matters, 

Martin's beautiful wife, Alice (Anne 
Marivin), is lusted after by Paul and 
Philippe. With a Shakespearean set 


of family conflicts, the film can't 
help but engage, aided supremely by 
Arestrup, who struts his hour and 40 
minutes onscreen with the magne¬ 
tism of a bitter, baleful lion in winter. 
Merciless tension is created each 
time he sends subtle yet pointed 
flirtations Alice's way, his menace 
all the more unnerving for its quiet 
delivery. Unfortunately, Martin is 
positioned as the film's main charac¬ 


ter, a grievous error. While Martin's 
bookish, effeminate demeanor is 
believable, his passivity makes his 
perspective a poor one to tell a story 
through. The final minutes make him 
a bystander, rendering the potentially 
resonant ending instead frustratingly 
anticlimactic.

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Young At Art 

OCC hosts ‘14@<40’ to highlight the next generation of enfants terribles

R ecently, a photographer friend 
of mine was grousing about how 
she felt shut out of the art market 
because of collectors’ incessant focus on 
youth. I was sympathetic, but argued that 
art collectors are just being smart business 
people: Collect when an artist is young and 
prices are low, hope they’ll gain prestige, 
and then cash in. 

Few of the artists in the fascinating 
“14@<40” at the Frank M. Doyle Arts 
Pavilion are at that stage yet, but sev¬ 
eral are interesting enough that a walk 
through the gallery may make you want 
to start buying. Arts Pavilion Acting 
Director Trevor Norris has chosen well, 
his curated grouping of the artists near 
others working in the same medium or 
theme, simple and graceful. It begins 
with a painting you can’t see: Matthew 
Driggs’ glow-in-the dark ship, Passing 
Gently In the Night. The Arts Pavilion 
generally closes before 
nightfall, so you can only 
see the work Wednesdays 
when it shutters at 8 p.m., 
making the artwork that 
much cooler because of 
its limited availability. 

I was amused by Ruth 
Greene’s minimalist Wild 
Mustang, a brown canvas 
with a scratch across the 
middle as if someone had 
keyed a crap paint job, 
but the muted, bleached 
colors of her other can¬ 
vases are reminiscent 
of a depressed Barnett 
Newman. Nicolas Shake’s 
untitled oil on canvas gets 
a lot of mileage out of 
its thick, swirling, black

splotches, as if parked under a junker while 
someone did a brake job. I liked his photos 
even better: The dramatically lit trash heap 
of milk crates, palm fronds and a wooden 
mattress frame is less captivating than the 
blurred human figure adding motion to the 
calm scene of Shaking the Light. 

Joshua Aster’s repetition and overlap¬ 
ping of shapes reminds me of grade-school 
tracing assignments, but I was absolutely 


absorbed by Little Conversations, ovals 
(with hairlines) “conversing” as other 
ovals act as if buffers, preventing physical 
connection, his color palette lively in a way 
absent from the other work on display. 
Javier Carrillo’s portraits of an immigrant 
laborer, El Mojado and Pal-Jale, are both 
painted with backgrounds of ironic Home 
Depot orange, their naive simplicity car¬ 
rying a political payload. There’s geek 
cred in the title of Max Johnston’s graffiti 
piece The Banhammer Project (Refusal of 
Conventional Principles), but the subject 
matter, topless redhead bisected at the 
waist, entrails and spinal cord spilling out, 
aerosol can in one hand, wielding a branch 
of green like Boudicca’s sword, just made 
me want to ask, “WTF?” The untitled 
color photo near Jocelyn Foye’s oversized, 
charcoal-dusted canvases is the only clue 
you’ll have to understanding the work, and 
it’s not enough. Lastly, Emmanuel Galvez’s 


Mexican pastries seem like a rehash of 
Julie Bozzie’s very similar work this year 
at the Laguna Art Museum. 

JEFF&GORDON’s Draw! video is a 
highlight: The two sit at an outdoor cafe; 
whip out sketchpads, pen and pencil; then 
scratch away. Edited to give it a cruise-y 
vibe—all eyes and furtive glances, gentle 
nods and moving hands—we don’t see the 
final result, just rapid quick-cuts building 
to a Sopranos blackout climax. It took me 
a moment to “get” McLean Fahnestock’s 
series of Rocketless Launch photos of blast 
offs—rockets air-brushed from the pic¬ 
tures so just plumes of exhaust remain— 
but it arrived just as the cacophony of 
sound began for his stunning video Grand 
Finale, a grid of 135 rockets shooting into 
the stratosphere. 

Liz Nurenberg’s Body Pressure With 
Wedges (Homage to Bruce Nauman) 
requires interaction from people pressing 
her handmade fabric and foam shapes 
to one another’s bodies, but I was not 
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inclined to do the heavy lifting myself. 

Noah Thomas’ gorgeous mixed-media 
sculptures use trees to evoke a vision of 
dream-like flight: The trunk of a small 
tree has polygons of glue-stiffened nylon 
attached to the branches that resemble 
dozens of small sails. The briar patch of 
hollowed-out trunks in Hover hang from 
the ceiling, painted white with Gesso, tiny

fans in the hollows 
causing it to shift 
with the breeze. 

Turning door¬ 
knobs is a staple 
of horror films, 
but while Michael 
Bizon’s installa¬ 
tion Doorknob is 
divorced from 
its usual home 
and attached to a 
wall, continuously 
revolving, it makes 
us examine that 
silly cliche and still 
delivers uneasy 
chills. Drawer 
also removes the 
familiar from its 
surroundings—here 
it juts out of the 
drywall—but the light emanating inside 
drives it into Pulp Fiction territory. Bizon’s 
slowly revolving chair about to tip, desk 
covered with playing cards and horrific 
gelatinous cigarette butts in Solitare Cycle 
feels equally filmic, like the dizzy moment 
prior to a slow-motion shootout. 

Christian Tedeschi’s conceptual art 
closes the show on a socially conscious 
note: Hexagram’s six black gloves filled 
with concrete, tethered to two red rags, 
bring to my mind squeegee bums, minus 
their dirty bottle of Windex; Oblivion 
or Abyss is resin-soaked knit headwear 
and a playing card attached to the wall 
at ground level, its unseen figure’s future 
wholly dependent on the card he (or she) 
is played.

J ohnnie Decena is covered almost 
head-to-toe in art (save for his face and 
neck), but he doesn't want you to think him 
a freak. "You shouldn't have to be viewed 
like you're in some sort of subculture if 
you have them," he says. "People ought to 
embrace their inner weirdo." 

Decena wants to change the idea of 
what it means to be tattooed. "It is art¬ 
work," he says. "We're saturated in shops 
down here," he says, "and a lot of them 
are shitty." After several years of working 
with the talented artists at Atomic Tat¬ 
too, he veered left and opened the most 
beautiful, least tough-guy shop in town: 

St. James Tattooery in Orange, which we 
deemed OC's Best Tattoo Parlor last year. 

"I wanted to create a place that 
got people thinking about what they 
wanted, as opposed to choosing some¬ 
thing off a wall," he explains. 

It's easy to be inspired after seeing 
what's behind his Art Deco glass doors 
and red-velvet curtains. The shop feels 
like a Gothic den at the bottom of the 
rabbit hole from Alice In Wonderland, 
with warm lighting, vintage dental 
chairs, and walls covered in intricate 
wood paneling and an ever-rotating 
display of artwork. And his team works 
by appointment only, making the drunk- 
walk-in experience nonexistent. 

In mulling over the shop's three-year 
anniversary, Decena came up with the 
idea of a tattoo auction. He and the staff 
have created pieces in watercolor and 
ink, and each canvas and its matching 
tattoo will go to the highest bidder. But 
there's no pressure—getting the matching 
tattoo is simply a bonus. "We just want to 
introduce people to the culture," he says. 
"And sometimes they want to carry their 
artwork away with them instead." 

The event, which also featues a 
silent auction, is limited to 60 people, 
and admission includes a raffle ticket 
and a customized paddle. Tally-ho!

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The Good Foot Returns 


Long Beach’s favorite soul club gets back up with the get-down

F or years, the second Friday of the 
month in Long Beach provided a 
treasured portal into a blistering 
parallel universe permanently suspended 
somewhere around 1967. A bouncer took 
your $5 and welcomed you into a divey 
jungle full of sharp-dressed funkophiles— 
stiff drinks meshed with loose grooves, 
and crowds pretended vinyl was the only 
sonic medium in existence. It was sweaty, 
it was loud, and it was glorious. 

The Good Foot packed Que Sera’s 
hardwood dance floor for 13 years solid 
until it gave up the second-Friday slot in 
September 2011. But now, after a two-year 
hiatus, it’s time once again to get up on 
the get-down. Armed with stacks of Stax, 
Atlantic, Chess, Motown and more, DJs 
Dennis Owens and Rodi Delgadillo are 
bringing back their much-loved soul and 
funk club on its 15-year anniversary. 

The Good Foot evolved with its found¬ 
ing fathers, taking on a life of its own dur¬ 
ing its reign. Delgadillo moved to Japan 
in 2004, leaving Owens to keep the club 
going. Delgadillo flew in to help man the 
turntables from time to time, and guest 
DJs such as Scott Weaver (of 00 Soul), 
Bobby Soul (of Boogaloo Assassins and 
co-owner of Hopscotch), Mike Vague 
(revered vinyl junkie) and various famil¬ 
iar faces from local record store Finger¬ 
prints did their part to pack the place. 

Not long after the last Good Foot at 
Que Sera, Delgadillo returned stateside 
full-time, and he immediately put the 
pressure on Owens to bring back the 
funk. But Owens wasn’t quite ready, par¬ 
ticularly since he hadn’t completely quit 


the club, putting on the annual Good Foot 
Christmases at Alex’s Bar, plus a couple 
one-offs at the same club and a night at 
the Crosby for the restaurant’s four-year 
anniversary. Owens knew to not try to 
fake the funk by taking on too much and 
instead wanted to recharge his batteries. 

But Good Foot devotees never gave up 
hope that Owens and Delgadillo would 
reunite to rock steady. It came down 
to two factors for Owens: the inviting 
warmth of vintage vinyl and those who

clamor for it. “The people who came to 
the club are half the reason for its suc¬ 
cess,” Owens says. “They set the vibe.” 

The dedication of Good Foot enthusi¬ 
asts swayed him. “There have been things 
about the club I didn’t realize until it was 
done,” Owen says. “I didn’t understand 
the extent that people cared. That was 
very enlightening and very humbling.” 

Sean Sloan, a self-described “gadabout” 
and victim of a traumatic second-grade 
dance faux pas, says Good Foot helped 
him overcome his fear of cutting rugs in 
public because of its laid-back, nonjudg- 
mental atmosphere. “If you want to lose 
yourself in the dark with 150 other sweaty 
dancers feeling the funk,” Sloan says, “the 
Good Foot is where you go.” 

Delgadillo and Owens worked hard to 


create a nonthreatening environment in 
which anyone would feel comfortable let¬ 
ting it all hang out. “We wanted Good Foot 
to be a place people could go to dance 
and forget about their 9-to-5s,” Delgadillo 
says. “It didn’t matter if you could dance 
or not. There’s no pointing fingers.” 

A huge part of the club’s allure is 
Owens and Delgadillo’s impressive knack 
for deep cuts, compelling casual music 
fans to hit the dance floor while managing 
to blow the minds of the hardened soul 
aficionados. Scouring stacks can be exhil¬ 
arating, Delgadillo says, looking for rare 
funk 45s or obscure albums by Brazilian 
crooner Emilio Santiago or straight-up 
soul artists such as Chuck Jackson or the 
Fabulous Counts. 

The hunt is half the fun. Owens and 
Delgadillo hit up garage sales, estate sales, 
thrift stores, eBay and, their favorite des¬ 
tination, independent record retailers. It 
wouldn’t be a stretch to say the Good Foot 
is more an extension of their record col¬ 
lection than vice versa. 

“Vinyl sounds so different than an MP3 
because it’s recorded analog,” Delgadillo 
says, waxing poetic. “You are hearing the 
actual sounds the way it should sound, 
not a bunch of zeroes and ones you hear 
on the computer. The MP3s cut out 
the high-frequency information. With 
records, you just feel it more—and the 
way it was meant to be heard.”

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It’s a Ska, Ska World 

Calling all rudies to Disneyland!

R emy Casillas has been working for 
Disneyland’s food-service vendors 
since April 2012. It’s not just a job, 
though; his obsession for Disney rivals 
his passion for ska music. And three 
years ago, he combined the two to create 
the annual theme-park outing It’s a Ska 
World After All. 

Following the same pattern as other 
such subcultural Disney outings as the 
rockabilly-oriented Rock Around the 
Park and the Goth granddaddy of them 
all, Batsday, which is entering its 16th 
year, It’s a Ska World After All will invade 
the park on Oct. 20. The only thing “ska” 
about the event is the attire and interests 
of the participants. Disney-philes will 
don their Ben Sherman and Fred Perry 
shirts—or at the very least clothing pro¬ 
moting their favorite bands—and hang 
out and make new friends as they share 
their love for the genre and the Mouse. 

There is, of course, an ethos behind the 
event beyond just a shared love of ska: 
Casillas wants the event to promote an 
opposition to bullying, violence and rac¬ 
ism. Participants will stand as a positive 
example of the community for everyone 
at the park. “I want people to know that 
we’re just like everyone else,” he says. 

In the future, he wants to get a local 
ska band to play, but, thus far, the timing 
hasn’t been right. Since securing an all¬ 
ages venue in Southern California is dif¬ 
ficult, on Oct. 19, people will get together 
at the Shakey’s Pizza across the street 
from Disneyland. Casillas picked the loca¬ 
tion because it’s family-friendly, allowing 
ska-loving Mouseketeers to bring their 
kids along. The next day, participants will 
meet at 1 p.m. at the Sleeping Beauty’s 
Castle. “By that point, people have been 
hanging around, talking to each other,” 
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Casillas says. Next on the agenda is rid¬ 
ing Star Tours together. After that, most 
of the day is dedicated to going on rides 
with your new best friends. 

Throughout the day, participants will 
compete in a “Skavenger” Hunt. Via Ins- 
tagram, “[We’ll] send out a clue to where 
one of us is in the park,” he says. For 
example, last year, “I’m next to a house 
with 99 ghosts” was tweeted in reference 
to the Haunted Mansion. The first person 
to find the right location gets a prize from 
one of the event’s sponsors—Brutus Trim- 
fit clothing, Tres Noir Sunglasses, Wrong 
Way Kids Clothing, plus ska record labels 
such as Stomp Records, Steady Beat 
Recordings and Megalith Records. 

Casillas, who was bullied at school, 
eventually wants the event to grow into 
a social club, one of the groups of Disney 
enthusiasts who mob the park together. 
Think of them as akin to a motorcycle club, 
but in Mickey Mouse ears. Casillas is cur¬ 
rently shopping around for the right non¬ 
profit charity against bullying to align with 
his future social club, MARPS (short for 
Mouseketeers Against Racial Prejudice). 

Thus far, the event has seen a moder¬ 
ate, but growing success. The first year, 
around a dozen people showed up—not a 
bad turnout for such a niche event. The 
second year saw 40 people. “We try and 
go above and beyond what we did last 
year,” he says, projecting this year’s atten¬ 
dance will be between 80 and 100. 

“If we ever reach 200 people,” he says, 
“I’ll probably have a heart attack.”

Control Method 

I t's 6 p.m. on a Tuesday, and frenzied 
beats emanate from a tiny shop on 
Long Beach's Fourth Street. Inside Top 
Sekoms—a clothing and urban lifestyle 
store hidden among the dive bars on Alami- 
tos and Orange avenues—a whirlwind 
of dreadlocks is spastically maneuvering 
around a DJ rig propped in the center of 
the room. 

Roberta Flack is blaring from two Rok 
It speakers as hands inside that rig twist 
knobs, push levers and begin to tap-tap on 
a beat pad as though the buttons are piano 
keys, making the song more complex. The 
hands wave over a Leap Motion sensor 
placed atop one of the speakers, and the 
notes bend as if on a Theremin. A video- 
game joystick becomes another tool for 
sound, repeating sampled notes and beat 
refrains with every tweak. 

This is how DJ Rahfee Zahkee performs, 
his matted hair flailing in all directions as 
he uses unconventional equipment to remix 
songs, layer live beats and combine G-funk 
era samples to create an ever-changing 
dreamscape of highs and lows, beats, and 
boom hips, slamming you into the floor with 
expert timing. 

"I don't even think about it; it's just 
second nature," Zahkee says of the impro- 
visational art form that often finds him 
soloing for the duration of an entire set. "I 
dream about music and always have songs 
running through my head. Using electronic 
instruments is the closest I can come to 
getting the sounds I hear." 

Four years ago, Zahkee nearly severed 
his thumb trying to open a bottle of "two- 
buck Chuck," ending his budding career as 
a professional bassist. Not one to sit idle, 
the Long Beach-born musician and pre¬ 
law major took up "regular style" deejay- 


ing—playing songs for crowds and feeding 
faster beats over them—but that never 
satisfied him. At his first real gig as Rahfee 
Zahkee (a homophone of his Egyptian birth 
name), he easily got the crowd at the Pros¬ 
pector dancing. 

"It felt good to get everybody moving, 
but I realized itdoesn'ttake talent to be a 
DJ these days," he says. "I wanted to do 
something different." 

Deep down the YouTube rabbit hole, Zah¬ 
kee discovered the basics of controllerism, 
a segment of the DJ world that relies not 
on pressing play and wicky-wicky-ing with 
old vinyl, but on using intricate devices to 
control computer software in a live setting. 
Instead of investing in the turntable-looking 
boxes usually bought by young control- 
lerists, however, Zahkee programmed his 
keyboard to do the same thing, so when he 
pressed a key, a beat or a sample would 
play instead of a note. Controllerists with 
online presences such as Side Brain and 
Mike Gao became mentors for Zahkee, 
teaching him how to take anything with a 
USB connection and map its midi compo¬ 
nents to interact with DJ software. 

His rig soon included a mishmash of 
decidedly un-musical equipment: a multi- 
buttoned video-game joystick, an intense 
gaming steering wheel and, his latest toy, 
the Leap Motion sensor, a device marketed 
as a way to control computer programs 
with hand gestures. Combined with beat- 
pads, looping devices and a Korg nanoKon- 
trol, this mixed bag of controllers ("Some 
might call it a ghetto rig," he offers) is what 
Zahkee pulls from to create his live elec¬ 
tronic art, whether at a desert festival or a 
midweek show at a friend's store. 

But all of it is still just a feeble attempt to 
make the sounds in Zahkee's head a reality. 

"As technology gets better, the more I 
can do what's in my head," he says. "I'll 
never be able to do exactly what I hear in 
my head because I only have two hands. If I 
had four, maybe I could do it."

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Pomona’s 
Purveyor 
of Rap 

Suga Free injects humor 
into his hardcore rhymes

S omewhere in California’s high 
desert resides 43-year-old West 
Coast rap icon Dejuan Rice, a.k.a. 
Suga Free. This remote setting is far 
removed from the streets that inspired 
the slick, nimbly told stories of pimp play 
that earned Rice his status as a hip-hop 
legend, but his dedication to the music 
remains strong. 

“Over the years, you grow up, you 
get smart, and you see your stepping 
stones,” Rice says. “You leave your old 
stuff behind, you don’t forget it. To rap 
about it and talk about it and get paid 
for doing something that you love to do 
. . . I’ve never worked a day in my life.” 

Since the 1997 release of his debut 
album, Street Gospel, the rap godfather 
has laid down many memorable verses, 
cementing himself in hip-hop history 
as one of the genre’s more creative 
individuals. Rice was born in Northern 
California, but raised throughout the 
state, and, he says, Southern California 
heavily influenced his rap persona. 
“Compton and Pomona were two . . . 
learning experiences,” Rice says. “Oak¬ 
land was pretty much my base, but I 
needed Compton, and I most definitely 
needed Pomona. That’s where the 
bomb exploded.” 

In that town, Rice morphed into the 
maestro and pimp-game preacher he is 
now. It was in Pomona that he learned his 
particular rhyming style and how to do 
musical arrangements. He is known for 
his agile take on rapping, the verbal equiv¬ 
alent of calculated assault-rifle bursts. 

Local act Above the Law helped to 
guide Rice by showing him how to hus¬ 
tle in hip-hop. “They basically taught 
me how to work and grind,” he says. 
“They were right there in the begin¬ 
ning, saying, ‘Make all the songs you can 
and pick the tightest ones.’ That’s what 
Kokane told me.” 

Rice has always been attracted to 
the verbal aggression of such lyricists 
as Redman, Method Man and Busta 
Rhymes, as well as the colorful flows 
of rappers such as E-40, who made the 
music feel as if it were happening right 
in front of your face. It’s that affinity for 
lively, personality-driven rapping that 
influenced his decision to inject humor 
in his work. His songs are just as seri¬ 
ous as other street serenades, except 
they spark some laughs and smiles along 
the way. “No. 1, shit just be funny to 
me. This is some serious shit, but you 
can find humor in anything,” he says. 
“Originally, I did it to water down a lot 
of the gruesome shit that I was saying. I 


wanted to keep the fun in it. You 
make someone laugh or smile, 
they’re going to buy your music.” 

His method worked. Over the 
years, Rice became a fan favorite 
and has been called a “rhythmic 
wizard” and “master technician” 
by Complex magazine. Rice says 
he’s the type of artist who will 
“see you out on the street and 
have a beer with you.” At the same 
time, he’s someone for whom leg¬ 
ends such as Snoop Dogg and DJ 
Quik have the utmost respect. 


There’s still much more on 
Rice’s rap agenda. He and long¬ 
time collaborator DJ Quik are 
wrapping up a record, and he is 
working with Snoop Dogg on the 
forthcoming movie The Black 
Jack Tripper. Plus, he stays busy 
in the studio; Rice has an upcom¬ 
ing project with rapper Pomona 
Pimpin’ Young. 

“I love [what I do]. I don’t see 
myself doing anything else,” Rice 
says. “I’m too on fire.”

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Brian Lim Dances 
In the Dark 

The OG of competitive gloving brings his EDM 
movement to the raving masses

I f you’ve been to a rave in the past few 
years, chances are a glover has held 
your attention for at least a few seconds. 
Glovers are the guys and gals who make an 
art form out of practically disappearing in 
a dark club—well, except for their hands, 
glowing digits in white gloves that swirl 
and streak thanks to LED lights, creating 
light shows directly in front of the crowd. 
They are becoming the interpretive danc¬ 
ers of the EDM world—only much, much 
cooler to watch. 

As the rave-retail mogul/CEO and owner 
of EmazingLights & iHeartRaves, Brian 
Lim is a fast-rising player in the dance- 
music business. But the 26-year-old LA 
native is also the OG messiah of competi¬ 
tive gloving. The Facebook pages for both 
of his companies have garnered more than 
500,000 followers—even more than EDM 
giant Insomniac. Since 2010, the compa¬ 
nies combined have earned more than $5 
million in annual sales from stores and 
online rev¬ 
enues. They 
have been 
at festivals 
such as Ultra 
Music Festi¬ 
val, IDentity 
Festival, 

Lights All 
Night and 
the Interna¬ 
tional Glov¬ 
ing Champi¬ 
onship, held last month at the Yost Theater 
in Santa Ana. 

Sitting confidently behind a Mac laptop 
at his desk, Lim talks about his first rave 
experience. On New Year’s Eve, 2009, 

Lim attended Together As One at the LA 
Sports Arena. His girlfriend really liked the 
light gloves she saw at the event and later 
ordered them for use at another event—and 
that’s where Lim’s idea to get in the gloving 
game began. 

“I noticed there is a huge demand in 
the market for these gloves, but no one 
supplying them,” he says. “[My girlfriend] 
asked me to put them on. I started playing 
around with them, and by the end of the 
night, I was doing light shows for a bunch 
of people. I found a dance form that I can 
excel at!” 

Gloving quickly evolved into a passion 
for Lim. Aside from working almost 70 
hours per week as a business consultant for 
Deloitte, he dedicated almost all of his free 
time to doing shows, honing the craft, and 
selling gloving materials and accessories 
out of the trunk of his car in an In-N-Out 
parking lot. 

He started a small weekly meet-up called 
Friday Night Lights for glovers to showcase 
their moves, and he eventually opened a 



shop in West Covina, where he throws 
weekly events and organizes monthly 
competitions. (He now rotates the com¬ 
petitions among three stores.) 

Despite the gloving scene’s interna¬ 
tional growth, the movement is some¬ 
times met with opposition from unlikely 
places. That includes Insomniac, who 
barred EmazingLights from vending 
at their events as well as gloving alto¬ 
gether-even though gloving can trace its 
roots to Insomniac events. 

“I believe that gloving should be part 
of that experience again because glov¬ 
ers are also part of that community of 
‘headliners,’ which is the main tagline at 
all Insomniac events—‘You are the Head¬ 
liner,”’ Lim says. “Our objective is to keep 
striving to get to that point and show 
gloving isn’t just a commercial byproduct 
of the EDM phenomenon that’s been 
added simply for profit.”
